Walleye fry eyed for Boyne 
Settlement pond 


Not salmon but walleye was the 
topic. Steve Swan, of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources requested 
permission of Boyne City commis- 
sionets on Tuesday to investigate 
possibilities for a walleye nursery 
from which to stock Lake Charlevoix 
for sport fishing. 

The commissioners agreed with 
Swan that a tertiary lagoon from the 
city’s sewage system would be worth 
looking into as a pond for the 
develop- 
development of walleye fingerlings. 

Such a pond would be an overflow 
in spring from the city’s secondary 
lagoon. The water would be clean, 
Swan emphasized. And even if 
human disease germs got through, 
fish do not carry any human disease 
germs, Swan said. 

Tests on toxic contamination would, 
of course, be conducted before the 
project was accepted, Swan said. 

It would not be a hatchery, he 
explained. The fingerlings would be 
placed in the pond in early spring, 
and removed by July by completely 
draining the pond. 

The fingerlings would be fed on 
yeast and plankton. At two inches 
they must be planted in the lake as 
they then begin a fish dict and would 
prey on each other if not removed to 
the lake. 

Swan said a group of very active 
fishermen in the city believe that 
Boyne could be a ‘‘fishing mecca."’ 
They are ready to supply volunteer 
help on the project, he added. 


The six-acre pond would need to be 
at least four feet deep, Swan said. It 
would require very little modification 
to city arrangements to operate the 
walleye pond. 

“We don't need a weit on that?’ 


asked commissioner Marty Paul and 
got a laugh from Swan. 

The project could produce 60,000 
fish to feed on Lake Charlevoix’s 
large population of perch.

OVA tax 
suit 
rescheduled 
for Oct. 12 


No settlement was made in the 
Organized Voters of America suit to 
reduce taxes by 2 milis in Charle- 
voix County. At the hearing on 
September 28 at 33rd District Court, 
Judge John Unger asked both the 
OVA and the country’s attorney to 
bring in written briefs for a new 
hearing to be held October 12. The 
county clerk’s office said a judgment 
could be rendered at that time. 


One of the questions the county has 
raised is, who would distribute the .2 
percent of the tax revenues that the 
OVA wants given to the libraries. 


In an interview, Karl Waldner, 
spokesman for the OVA, said he saw 
no difficulty in that. ‘‘For one thing,”’ 
he said, ‘‘we already have the county 
library board.’’ 


Besides the written brief, which 
has to be filed this week, Waldner 
asked permission to present oral 
arguments as well. He said the nearly 
800 signers of the petition for a tax 
reduction election believe that they 
and everyone else ate being taken 
unfair advantage of. 

The basis of the unfairness, 
Waldner explained, is that county 
residents are paying for duplicated 
services. The county and cities 
provide overlapping departments. 
Departments are overstaffed with all 
kinds of administrative people, he 
said, 

Consequently ‘‘we ate essentially 
being cheated,’’ he said. ‘‘I do not 
include the workers in the field.’’ His 
quarrel is with the expensive admin- 
istration. 

The OVA petition was presented to 
the county commission last April. It 
asked for an election to reduce county 
taxes by 2 mills, and to assign .2 of a 
mill to the public libraries in the cities 
of the county. 

Judge Unger of Bellaire is 
replacing Judge Martin Breighner, 
who disqualified himself.

The completion of Front Street in 
downtown Boyne City is technically 
underway. George Granger, city 
engineer, said the project funding 
from the state Small Cities funding 
office had been delayed from July to 
September 1, but now documenta- 
tion and studies such as environ- 
mental review and coordination 
among those involved on different 
street and building elevations has 
statted. 

Release of funds can be expected in 
November, Granger said. The total 
$1,630,000 project will cover cost of a 
new city well, street and sewer lines 
in connection with the project, and 
associated rip-rapping of the water- 
front. 

Granger reported to the city com- 
mission Tuesday that the well would 
be operational by the summer of 
1984. Costing about $200,000, the 
engineer said, the well could probably 
go in the South Boyne area.

The whole undertaking, called One 
Water Street, is the result of plans for 
a unique restaurant combined with 
boutiques, motel, and conference 
center. 

Granger’s own fee will be shared 
on a subcontracted basis with Lane, 
Northern Company which specializes 
in aquifer science. Granger said his 
work on the streets and the well 
would come to $94,600 with 335,000 
of it going to Lane, Northern.

Sprinkle with cinnamon and 
nutmeg. 

Make the cake according to direc- 
tions on the box and pour over the 
apples.

Turn upside down on plate and 
serve this with old-fashioned nutmeg 
sauce.

I tablespoon cornstarch

1 cup water 
Cook over low heat until thick and

The Boyne City Ramblers almost 
upset the Charlevoiz Red Rayders last 
Friday night, but fell to injuries and 
mistakes in the fourth period.

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Plenty to do with lawn before 


The days are getting 
shorter and summer’s 
winding down toward 
fall, but there’s no lack 
of lawn and garden 
tasks. Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialists suggest the 
following activities are 
timely in September: 

~~Order spring-flow- 
ering bulbs to plant out- 
doors in late fall or to 
force indoors in midwin- 
ter. Begin preparing 
beds now. 

—Plant spring-and- 
summer-flowering per- 
ennials, including iris, 
peonies, daylifies and 
phlox. 

~-When  strawflower 
blossoms are about half- 
open, harvest them to 
dry for arranging this 
winter. To dry flowers, 
hang them upside-down 
in a dry, well ventil- 
ated area out of direct 
sun, 


—After frost has 
killed the tops, dig 
tuberous begonias, 
gladioli, dahlias and 


cannas and remove the 
foliage, leaving a short 
stub. Let the corms and 
tubers dry for several 
days and then store 
them in dry sand or 
peat moss in a cool, dry 
storage place. Check 
them occasionally 
through the winter and 
discard any showing 
signs of mold or de- 
cay. 

—Save fuschia, col- 
eus, geranium, impa- 
tiens and fibrous-rooted 
begonia plants from 
frost and enjoy them all 
winter. Before frost, dig 
plants out of the gar- 
den, cut the tops back 
by half and pot in a well 
drained potting mix. 
Check and treat for in- 
sect problems and dis- 
eases before taking 
plants indoors. 

—House plants that 
spent the summer out- 
doors should be coming 


inside when night tem-"~

peratures start dipping.” 


into the  50-degite 
range. Inspect plants 
for insect and disease 
problems and treat or 
discard them as needed. 
If you bring insects in- 
doors, the warm tem- 
peratures and lack of 
natural enemies could 
set off a pest popula- 
tion explosion. 

—Summer annuals 
will continue to bloom 
until they’re killed by 
frost if you keep water- 
ing them and picking off 
faded flowets and seed- 
heads. 

—Force Christmas 
cacti to flower around 
the holidays by giving 
them at least 12 hours 
of complete darkness 
and night temperatures 
no higher than 70 de- 
grees F beginning 
around Sept. 1. Cooler 
temperatures—around

late the plants to set 
flower buds with or 
without the long nights. 

—Induce poinsettias 
to flower by giving them 
total darkness from 5 
p-m. to 8 p.m. daily 
from about Sept. 20 to 
Dec. 1. 

—Dig chives, parsley 
and other garden herbs 
and plant them in con- 
tainers for a winter win- 
dowsill herb garden. 
Harvest remaining 
herbs and dry them 
where they won’t be 
exposed to heat or dir- 
ect sunlight. 

—Seal leftover flower 
and vegetable seeds in 
tightly coveted jars and 
store them in the refrig- 
erator or in a cool, dark 
storage area. 

—Save tomatoes, 
summer squash, pep- 
pets, eggplant and oth- 
er tender crops from the 
first killing frost to ex- 
tend the summer har- 
vest, When frost threat- 
ens, cover plants with 
blankets, newspapers, 
plastic or some other 
material that will trap 
heat given off by the 
soil. The cole crops—in- 
cluding broccoli, cauli- 
flower, cabbage and 
Brussels sprouts—car- 
rots, parsnips, lettuce 
and spinach will tolerate 
some frost. 

—Continue to weed 
and water the garden 
and protect it from late 
season insect problems. 
Every weed that you 
prevent from going to 
seed now means a few 
less weed seedlings to 
deal with next year. In- 
sects that move in now 
may overwinter in the 
gatden or nearby areas 
and be ready to attack, 
plants as soon as they 
appear in the spring. 

—Harvest winter 
squash and pumpkins 
before frost and after 


the fruits have matured — 


and formed ‘a ‘hard rind. 
Exposiire ‘to “low tem- 
peratures will ‘damage 
their skins’ and shorten 
their life in storage. 

~-Remove the rasp- 
berry canes that fruited 
this year, and thin weak 
or broken canes and 
prune out diseased 
ones. 

—Clean up fallen 
fruits, leaves and twigs 
around fruit trees and 
flowering crabapples. 
This will reduce the 
catryover of this year’s 
insect and disease prob- 
lems. 

—Continue to spray 
roses to protect them 
against insects and dis- 
eases, 

—Prune dead, dis- 
eased or damaged limbs 
from trees. 

—Plant

plastic cord from trunks 
and stems and remove 
plastic burlap and other 
nonbiodegradable ma- 
terials from the soil 
balls. After planting, 
water thoroughly and 
mulch. If necessary, 
guy tall trees to keep 
them from being up- 
rooted or damaged by 
the wind. 

—If the weather is 
dry, water ttees and 
shrubs weekly, especial- 
ly newly planted ones. 
Do not fertilize woody 
ornamentals now, how- 
ever. This could pro- 
mote a flush of new 
growth that would prob- 
able be killed or injured 
by cold weather. You 
can fertilize after plants 
are full; dormant but 
before the soil freezes. 
Nutrients applied then 
will be available to

of similar grass species. 
In sunny lawns, this will 
probably mean a blend 
of improved bluegrass 
cultivars; in shaded 
lawns, a mixture of 
bluegrasses and fes- 
cues. Loosen the soil 
before seeding and firm 
it afterwards. Water 
daily—more than once, 
if necessary— to keep 
the soil moist until

seedlings are well es- 
tablished. 

—Around Labor Day, 
fertilize established 
lawns with a complete 
fertilizer, such as 20-5- 
10. Plan to apply an- 
other pound of actual 
nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet in early No- 
vember. This will pro- 
mote root growth until 
the soil freezes and pro- 
vide nutrients for a slow 
spring green-up. Then, 
next year, hold off fer- 
tilizing until mid-May or 
later. 

—Keep raking leaves 
as they fall so they 
don’t mat on the lawn 
and smother the grass 
plants. Add leaves to 
the compost pile. Chop- 
ping or grinding them 
and mixing with a little 
soil and fertilizer will 
speed decomposition. 

—Rid lawns of broad- 
leafed weeds by apply- 
ing appropriate lawn 
herbicides according to 
label directions.
